The vice president has ' been failing 


.-since lato yesterday afternoon, although 
j-opovts were given out at the house that 
•he was holding his own. At midnight 
he .became unconscious, and at seven this 
morning he had ail attack of angina pec- 
,toris from which ho never rallied. His 
death followed at S:30.

tno nurse were at the .patient's; |cdsido 
constantly from tho time-ho becraie \a\- 
consdoua.

An nine the private 
secretary again communicated with the 
president notifying him of the vice pres- 
ident's death.

WASHINGTON*. Nov. 21.-T-A11 flags in

vate message from Patterson. Flags over 
the executive mansion were immediately 
hauled down to half mast and the doors 
of the mansion closed to the public. 


The members of the cabinet were made 


acquainted .-with the -s/>.d.iiCT^..-TS soon ns 
die president himself was informed by 
means of telephone from the white house. 
Secretary Hay hastened 
over 
to the 


white hou.se and had a private confer- 
ence with the president and then return- 
ed to the state department. Orders for 
execution of floral programs so :fnr as the 
government is concerned were then plac- 
ed. 


First Mr. Hay sent a private message 


to Mrs. Hobart expressing 
his 
sincere 


condolence and then gave attention to 
the preparation of a proclamation an- 
nouncing the death of the vice president 
to the people of the United States. It 
was also necessary to convey the infor- 
mation to the nations of the. world. This 
was the day for the regular cabinet meet- 
ing and the members gathered nt tho 
white house at eleven but the death of 
the vice president overshadowed all else 
and public business was not mentioned. 
All members of the cabinet are deeply 
affected. 


The Pn-nldeiitV rroelwiiatlon. 
WASHN1GTON, Nov. 21.—After the 


cabinet meeting the president issued the 
following proclamation: I'o the people 
of the United States: Ganvtt Augustus 
Hobart, vice president of the 
United 


States, died at his home in Patterson, N. 
J., at 8:30 this morning. In him the 
nation has lost one of the most illustrious 
citizen and one of the most faithful ser- 
vants. His participation in business life 
and the lawmaking body of I:is native 
slate was marked by unswerving fidelity 
and a higher order of talents and itUiiin-1 


nients; and in his too brief career H.s 
vice p'rcsidcnt of the United States and 
president of the senate exhibited the loft- 
iest qualities of upright and sagacious 
statesmanship. 
.Ill the world's affairs he 


had few equals among his contemporaries. 
His private character was gentle and 


' noble. He will long be mourned by his 


friends as a man of singular purity and 
attractiveness where sweetness of disposi- 
tion won all hearts wh'ile his elevated 
purposes, 
his unbending integrity and 


whole hearted devotion to the public 
good 
deserved and acquired the most 


universal respect and esteem.' 


In tho sorrowing testimony of the loss 


\vjiich has fallen upon the country I di- 
rect on the day of the -iuneral that the 
executive oflices 
of the United States 


shall be closed and all the stations of the 
army and navy shall display the national 
ilag'at half most and that the represen- 
tatives of the United States in foreign 
countries shall pay appropriate tribute 
to the illustrious dcud for a period of 
thirty days.

The success of American firms'of late 


in capturing largo European contracts for 
iron and steel work is the marvel of the 
closing days of the century..

or ''storage;" and not only from this, but 
Vom the eagerness with which, tlicse bor- 
•owors, in Chicago, have taken advantage 
of the more reasonable 1 per cent rate of 
the new instiution. The Kagle itself notes 
the. fact that so great has been the rush 
of customcrs.tliat already a.n enlargement 
of the quarters and dcricul force has been 
inside necessary. 
Another class who find 


relief in the establishment of the 
new 


bank consist of city employes who often 
have occasion to borrow money on their 
salaries, due or accruing, but 
not yet 


pa.id. These have heretofore been at the 
mercy of "sharks" who nave been accus- 
tomed to gauge their charges only by the 
necessities of their clients. The greater 
the need, the higher the charge. The 
F.aglc seems to think the old pawnbroker 
and the shark fit objects for sympathy 
in the case rather than tlie multitude now 
escaping from their clutches. But the ]x>p- 
nlar judgment will render another verdict. 
Municipal pawnshops are known in sever- 
al European countries as useful adjuncts 
in lessening the burdens of charity and in 
promoting self-respect among the poor. 
Let the Chicago institution prove a' sue 
cess, and it will find imitations in.every 
western city. 


As to'thc-free 
employment agencies 


now established under Illinois law, if the 
objection of "socialism"''may be raised 
against them, the same objection will 
hold to every law looking to the facilita- 
tion of business. Why should not 
the 


stale, if it can; help the workingrnoai to 
find a market for his labor as well as the 
farmer and manufacturer to find markets 
for their products? The slate and natiot 
spend great sums in making smooth the 
highways of commerce, promoting tho 
building of railways 
and canals, that 


farmers and manufacturers may more eas- 
ily reach their customers. The entire 
consular service of^ihe United States is, in 
fact, little more than an agency for ":nak 
ing business" for these classes. Is not flu 
workin'gman entitled to as much consider 
ation'; Every idle man is a burden on 
the community; every man usefully cm 
ployed is a contributor to t.hc comimini 
t.y's resources. The placing of every man 
out of work, in contact with an opportun 
ity is surely an object with which the 
.-stale may well, therefore, concern itself. 
And as the service rendered the would-be 
employer is often as great as that render- 
ed the man looking for a job, the objec- 
tion of "class legislation" or "paternal- 


;m" cannot lie against the free employ- 


ment agency. With such an agency in 
the hand;- of the state it has, furthermore, 
a ready means of sifting 
out 
tho un- 


worthy from the throng of applicants for 
charity. In a new country 
like ' our?, 


under'normal conditions, the demand for 
labor is always greater than tho supply. 
With 11 sufficiently well organized system' 
of employment agencies constantly re- 
porting to one another, no one need ever 
be more than temporarily out of work; 
and he who. witJi work pointed out to 
him, persists in idleness, may be promptly 
spotted as a vagrant and a fit candidate 
for the rock pile.

though it is, does not relieve the tense 
anxiety with which the British public 
views tho situation at 
Ladysmith. 


Since Friday 19,000 men, between 12,- 
000 and 14,000 horses and tnnles, three 
.batteries of Held artillery and a num- 
ber of Maxims have been lauded. More 
than 5,000 of these soldiers are at Dur- 
ban, and five other transports, with at 
least as many more, are on the way 
from the Cape. 


If the question of relieving Gen.^Sir 


George Stewart White were merely one 
ot men these re-enforcements would 
eoon arrive at Ladysroith, but trans- 
ports must be organized and supplies 
of food, forage and ammunition • for- 
w'arded—all of which requires time. 


It is considered here unsafe to con- 


centrate at present at Estcourt, which 
would inevitably be attacked in force, 
and a further withdrawal from an un- 
tenable position, with a disastrous loss 
of stores, would result. 
Even when 


the time comes the advance will be no 
easy task, especially it the Boers shall 
have destroyed the bridges over the 
Tugela river. It is possible, however, 
that Bulwer bridge at Colonso has not 
beer, mined, as has been believed, in 
which case the movement toward La- 
dysmith will be rendered easier.

Two 
hundred colonies, in charge of a practi- 
cal beekeeper, were introduced, and the 
result was magical.

Since 'then .500 acres have boon 
planted with fruit trees, and a- large 
jam factory has''been started close by, 
both nndert.i!dnss; being in a prosper- 
ous condition." 


• The following case also adds weight: 
For several years the cherry crop cf 
Yaca valley, California, had not-been 
eood, although it was formerly quite 
snre. The partial or complete failures 
had been attributed to north winds, 
etc., but in the minds of the owners j 
these causes did not sufficiently ac- j 
count for all the cases of failure. 
It 


was remembered that formerly, when 
cherry crops were good, wild bees were 
very plentiful lathe valley, and hence 
It was thought that perhaps the lack ] 
of fruit since most of the bees had dis- 
appeared might have been due to im- 
perfect distribution of the pollen. To 
test' the matter several hives of bees i 
wore placed in nn orchard In 1S90. The 
result was striking, for tho orchard 
bore a good crop of cherries, while oth- 
er growers In the valley who bad no 
bees found their crops entire or partial 
failures.
